"Washington, Dec. 12—in the Eoman 


(Jatholic world the twentieth century 
begins at midnight Dec. 31, 1890, ac- 
cording to the text of the decree of the 
congregation of rites solemnly dedicat- 
ing the year 1900. as the holy year. 
This decree, was received today by the 
apostolic delegation here. 


The decree permits the celebration 'of 


midnight mass, in all the churches of 
Christendom upon the night of Decem- 
ber 31 next. This 16 a privilege of 
un- 


usual interest. 
Never before in the his- 


tory of the church .has any priest of the 
church except the Roman ;:pontiff. :.been 
permitted to celebrate'mass: at midnight 
on the eve of the new rear.

All Koman Catholics who desire to 


participatd solemnly, in this ceremony 
are permitted to receive communion'/fat 
this mass in .their parish churches either, 
during the mass itself or immediately' 
afterward. This favor is also unique,v 
and goes, to show how much fervor the 
pope desires to infuse 
throughout the 


Catholic world in the welcome . of. the 
new century. ."; . . 


There is another feature of interest in 


the new decree, it settles positively 
that, so far as the . Catholic church is' 
concerned, the twentieth century will be- 
gin with January 1,1900. .The lan- 
guage of the-decree ia too plain'to ad- 
mit of dispute as to whether, for Koman 
Catholics at least, the twentieth century. 
would begin on-this day or '• on January 
1,1901. . Mgr. Martinelli himself drew 
•attention to this feature of the decree. .

His drawings are all " in 
the patent office at Washington and he 
expects shortly to receive his patent 
papers. Forty-nine claims are embodied 
in his application for patent. 


Mr. Taylor has had considerable expe- 


dience, in building this class of rnachines 
and conceived his ideas for a: machine 
on entirely 'new principles from any -he 
had ever heard of or ever seen. "Every 
movement in the complicated mechanism 
:is different i from anything in existence 
so far as Iknow,""said Mr. Taylor. to a 
Gazette man. "I have been working on 
tbe.machine since the 1st of May.of this 
year »nd as you will notice from! this 
'roll of wire fence, the first. .the machine 
turned out, that it is perfect and all 
ready, for the market. I built the ma- 
chine with the expectation that it would 
rtin the first time power was applied and 
I was not disappointed. I, constructed 
my.own patterns, made.-, my own diaw- 
ings and,, have not made any change 
from the originals to speak of," 


The sheeting, twisting,, feeding and 


rolling devices are the 'essential patt o£ 
the machine: they move like clock work 
with the fineness of .a watch. . An, end- 
less chain, of blocks. and' a system of 
clutches, that are . marvelous in their 
operation take the wire from the original 
form and weave it into -fence. :The 
machine has as much capacity as any 
and. runs with but little power. This 
machine will undoubtedly cause much 
interest in the wire fence market,' it 
being the only one purchasable. :The 
wire fenue factories either own their own 
patents or build machines themselves 
for their own requirements. 


When asked what. plans he had; in 


view for the future of his machine, he 
said: . •'•! expect to place the machines 
on the market and would like very much 
to see a company organized in Janesville 
either to handle the output or to con
